SHE DEFIED THE 
DANITES. 


A Heroine of the Mormon Day* and 


Some of Her Thrilling Experiences. 
Mrs. Amanda Beiiton Smith, wife of 


General Robert T. Smith, of Hamilton, 
HI., was laid to rest in Oakwood ceme- 
tery yesterday. As the coffin was low- 
ered there stood around the grave the 
venerable husband and twelve of the 
fourteen living children, of whom six 
are men and six are women. 


Mra. Smith was a pioneer heroine. 


She was born in Philadelphia June 9, 
1810, and her maiden name of Amanda 
Benton was changed to Mrs. B. T. Smith 
June 19, 1834. In November of the same 
year the husband and his young bride 
came to Hancock county, then a wilder- 
ness, and settled near the place now oc- 
cupied by the town of Hamilton. 


Early in the forties Mr. and Mrs. 


Smith moved to Carthage and Cieneral 
Smith took an active interest in Mormon 
affairs and became identified with all 
the stirring events of those stormy days. 
She shared with him the dangers and 
the notable experiences through which 
ho pas&ed. General Smith organized the 
Carthage Grays and commanded the 
company, a detail of which was on 
guard at the old stone jail in Carthage 
on the afternoon of June 27, 1844, when 
a mob shot to death Joseph and Hiram 
Smith, the Mormon prophets. 


Terror spread through the little vil- 


lage, and General Smith with his com 
rnand was called upon to go elsewhere 
to prevent, if possible, an outbreak from 
the outraged Mormons. Mrs. Smith, as 
did hundreds of others in the village, 
fled from their homes. The dauntless 
mother gathered her six children about 
her and fled out upon the prairies. 
Coming to a swollen stream she carried 
her children across one by one, keeping 
them from the water. Her exposure to 
the waves made her ill,' and when she 
had reached a deserted cabin a few miles 
distant she was almost in a delirium of 
fever. 


During the night a band of half starved 


refugees—cowardly men who had desert- 
ed their families—came to the hut and 
demanded food. There was nothing in 
the house save a handful of commeal, 
which the brave woman cooked into 
bread. The men devoured tho morsel 
like hungry wolves and loft Mrs. Smith 
alone in the cabin with her terror strick- 
en children. A party of rescuers found 
the brave woman and her little ones and 
returned them to their home. 


Not long after this incident, while Gen- 


eral Smith was still living in Carthage, 
a band of Danites came on a raiding trip 
to the town, and at midnight sought ad- 
mission to General Smith's home. The 
general was absent, or one or more of the 
raiders wonld have bit the dust. They 
demanded admission, swearing that if 
they found General Smith they would 
not leave an ounce of flesh on his bones. 
Mrs. Smith refused to allow the raiders 
to enter her home and warned them to 
commit no violence. Something in the 
pioneer woman's voice and demeanor 
awed the miscreants, for they soon left. 


Another trying experience through 


which this lady passed was during the 
Mormon war, when her husband was 
brought home shot through the neck by 
a Mormon bullet. She nursed him baci 
to life and health. General and Mrs 
Smith removed again to Hamilton in 
1847 and were living there when the civil 
war broke out. When called upon to 
give up her husband and throe sons 
she murmured not. In the words of 
General Smith, "she was as brave a 
soldier as the rest of us," During the 
war she with 
her daughters 
was 


active in sanitary and relief corps work, 
and by their words of encouragement 
sustained the hearts of her loved ones at 
tho front. When General Smith was ill 
two months at Nashville she undertook 
the task of visiting him and succeeded in 
reaching his headquarters after expert" 
encing no little danger in passing the 
lines.—Cor, St. Louis Republic. 


Taking Advantage of Leap Tear.

tho city registrar. He thinks he has at 
least one genuine case. 


A wealthy Boston woman, moving in 


the Hub's best society and living on 
Commonwealth avenue, was married 
last week to a well known 'New York 
man. A few clays before the ceremony 
she went to the registrar's office and 
asked for a marriage license. She said 
she w.inted it for a friend of hers who 
was sick, and who had asked her to do 
the errand for him. The license was 
given to her, blank, of course, and she 
was shown how to fill it out. Under the 
registrar's eye and direction she wrote 
the names of tho groom and his father, 
his occupation, etc., then tho name of 
tho bride-elect, with the various neces- 
sary bits of information about h«r.

Mason Evans, the intich paragraphed 


"wild man" of Monroe connty, ia dead. 
The fatal grip took him off. 
Evans had 


been a great curiosity in this section for 
more than forty years, during which 
time he had roamed in the woods, apart 
from the comforts of civilization, sub- 
sisting on roots and herbs dug from the 
earth, with an occasional fowl surrepti- 
tiously taken from 
some convenient 


barnyard. He was captured several 
times "but always managed to escape. 
Seven or eight years ago he was captured 
by some fearless fellow with an enter- 
prising turn of mind for the purpose ol 
entering him in a dime museum as the 
"Wild man of Borneo." 


When taken hia body was as hairy as 


that of a bear and covered with filth 
and vermin. His eye gleamed like the 
eye of a maniac and he had almost lost 
the power of speech. For twenty years 
he lived in a cave of the Chilhowee 
mountains, and was never known to 
have spoken a word during that time. 
He lived in a state of nudity, and was 
fond of raw meat. 


Those who know his history say that 


he was bora in Monroe county, near 
Hiwassee college, in 1827 or thereabout. 
He was of a good family and received a 
splendid education. At about twenty 
years of age ho was engaged in teaching 
school, and in the meantime fell in love 
with a handsome young lady of his 
neighborhood. She received his atten- 
tions with apparent favor. One njght 
he called and asked her to become his 
wife. She said "No." He went out into 
the darkness aud it was many years be- 
fore he was seen again, and then he fled 
from his fellow men like a frightened 
deer. — Uor. Chattanooga Times. 


Literally Death by Inches. 


A Los Angeles physician told tis the 


other day that the most trying time in 
all his experience was during the past 
five weeks, when he stood hopelessly by 
and saw a poor ranchman near Puente 
die by inches of what is known as pro- 
gressive paralysis. The patient was first 
affected in one big toe. In a short time 
the limb was paralyzed to the knee. 
Two physicians were called, and all the 
known remedies were applied to stay 
the progress of the deadening attack, 
but in vain. Hour by hour death moved 
on its victim. The patient was propped 
up in an armchair and fully realized 
his condition. He awaited the gnd with 
the coolness and bravery of a martyr.

He 
said, "Now it has reached the body," 
indicating the exact place with his 
finger. In a little while he said, "It 
has reached the bottom of uiy lungs." 
Another short wait and he said faintly, 
"It has touched my heart," and he fell 
over dead. — Pomona Express. 


Electricity to Succeed Horses. 


An electrical parcels delivery van, con- 


structed by a London electrical com- 
pany, is a compactly designed vehicle 
upon four rubber tired wheels, and is 
driven from a seat similar to that of an 
ordinary van. Switches are used to set 
the motor in operation and to apply the 
brake, while a vertical wheel and end- 
loss worm are revolved to change the in- 
clination of the front axle and thereby 
tho direction in which tho vehicle trav- 
els. 
The mijtor is worked by accumu- 


lators of sufficient power to run from 
two to two hours and a half at a time 
and at tho rate of six miles an hour. 


It is claimed that the use of electricity 


over horse power will show an economy 
as compared with horso traction, and 
the company will immediately put the 
vau to exhaustive experiments upon the 
London streets as a parcel cart. It will 
carry about half a ton of goods. — New 
York Telegram. 


How a Nnrno Originated. 


About 250 years ago Jonathan Meigs 


tell in love with a beautiful Quakeress. 
He was repeatedly refused, but ho per- 
severed in his suit, riding seventy miles 
every Saturday across a country infested 
with hostile Indians in order to pass tho 
Sunday near the lady at "meeting."

Coat of Long Distance Towing. 


It ia only a few yeSrs ago that ship- 


ping men hoard with wonder tho story 
of the first long tow of a thousand miloa. 
How eagerly it was discussed. V7hat 
tame reading it makes now! For a little 
tug to drag a heavy load that distance 
now is as easy as the journey of an "L" 
train from the Bsitfbry to Harlem. 
Within the last few months oceangoing 
tugs have towed big craft that had come 
to grief in the Spanish main all the way 
to this port for repairs. The battling 
operation became necessary because of 
the absence of a suitable marine "doc- 
tor" or repairing facilities at the place 
where the vessels were damaged. Re- 
pairs are expensive in the tropics, and 
in a number of cases a good round snm 
was saved even after a long tow to this 
port. 
The champion long distance tow per- 


haps is now in progress. Two months 
ago an immense stoam tug left the Mor- 
sey, boijnd to Rio Janeiro, to bring back 
to England a large iron bark that had 
been seriously damaged in a storm near 
the equator. This tug has started back 
with her charge, and it is a foregone con- 
clusion that she will reach the Clyde 
without any mishap. 


Owners decline to give any informa- 


tion concerning tho cost of a long dis- 
tance tow, but ono liko that from Rio to 
England must bo enormous. Here is a 
trip of at least fivo months, over a dis- 
tance of 7,000 miles. At tho very least 
2,000 tons of bunker coal must bo used. 
There you have $7,000 at one blap. Pro- 
visions will cost $:3,000 more. 
That 


makes $10,000. Put tho wages of the 
crew at $3,000 more. That makes $13,- 
000. 
Then figure incidentals at $1,000, 


and the landsman may understand whnt 
an expense is attached to a job of that 
kind. A total of $14,000 spent before a 
single penny is paid for repairs. The&o 
figures are from tho tugboat ownerV 
standpoint and do not directly show the 
cost of tho tow io the charterer. The 
owner of the steam tug has to live like 
other people, and his proiit for tho trip 
will bo all the way from $3,000 U> $1,000. 
That swells the amount to $17,000 01 
move.—New York Mail and Express.

One of the most interesting and singu- 


lar features developed by the new navy 
ia the matter of explosives. 


Tho moat important advance made in 


this general lino in 1891 was tlie procur- 
ing of a smokeless powder. This was 
developed by Professor Monroe, of the 
Naval Torpedo station, and has surpass- 
inl the somewhat dubious expectations 
>f it. 
It has been successfully vised in 


the simpler and lighter guns and also in 


i he complicated 4-inch rapid fire guns. 
With chargeaof only one-half the weight 
if the old powder, it has fired projectiles 
nearly 200 feet a second faster than the 
hots of tho old powders traveled. One 
beauty of it is the fact that it is not in- 
lurcd by water.
